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New  Women's  Dormitory  to  Honor  Mary  Irwin  Belk 


$420,000  Gift  by  Belk  Family  and  Associates 
Memorializes  Wife  of  Organization's  Founder 


Presbyterian  College  has  received 
a  $420,000  gift  from  the  Belk 
mercantile  organization  and  will  name 
its  new  women's  dormitory  the  Mary 
Irwin  Belk  Hall  in  memory  of  this 
outstanding  church  and  civic  leader 
whose  husband  founded  the  Belk  en- 
terprise and  whose  sons  now  direct  it. 

PC  President  Marc  C.  Weersing 
made  the  announcement  after  action 
by  the  board  of  trustees  officially 
designating  the  name.  He  said  the 
$1  million  dormitory  now  under  con- 
struction will  be  completed  in  time 
for  use  next  fall.  It  will  provide  air- 
conditioned  accommodations  for  126 
women  and  a  resident  counselor. 

This  structure  will  be  the  second 
building  on  the  Presbyterian  College 
campus  to  bear  the  Belk  name.  Mrs. 
Belk  was  among  family  members  to 
visit  here  in  1960  for  the  dedication 
of  the  William  Henry  Belk  Auditorium 
in  memory  of  her  husband,  often  called 
"the  merchant  prince  of  the  South." 
She  died  on  February  6,  1968,  after 
a  long  and  useful  life. 

President  Weersing  said  Presby- 
terian College  is  pleased  to  honor,  in 
the  naming  of  its  newest  dormitory, 
an  individual  who  exemplified  the 
finest  in  Southern  womanhood.  He 
added: 

"In  addition  to  her  role  as  wife  and 
mother  of  five  sons  and  one  daughter, 
Mary  Irwin  Belk  worked  diligently 
for  the  things  she  believed  in.  She 
shared  her  husband's  enthusiasm  for 
the    Presbyterian    Church,    her    com- 


munity and  Christian  education.  To- 
gether, they  reared  a  family  devoted 
to  these  principles  of  service  and  en- 
lightened free  enterprise." 

Mrs.  Belk  was  a  president  and  life 
member  of  the  women-of-the-church 
of  Charlotte's  Caldwell  Memorial 
Presbyterian  Church.  She  served  on 
the  Queens  College  board  of  trustees 
and  as  president  of  its  alumnae  asso- 
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elation,  and  was  awarded  in  1957  the 
college's  Algernon  Sydney  Sullivan 
Award. 

Mrs.  Belk  also  supported  numerous 
historical  societies — an  interest  stimu- 
lated by  ancestral  ties  reaching  back 
to  the  colonial  days  of  this  country. 
Her  many  affiliations  included  being 
honorary  vice-president  general  of  the 
National  Society  of  the  Daughters  of 
the  American  Revolution,  a  member 
of  the  Colonial  Dames  and  the  Order 
of  the  Crown. 

A  1901  graduate  of  what  is  now 
Queens  College,  she  taught  in  the 
elementary  grades  of  the  Charlotte 
public  schools  prior  to  her  marriage 
to  William  Henry  Belk.  He  was  then 


in  the  early  stages  of  building  an  or- 
ganization that  would  total  more  than 
300  stores  by  the  time  of  his  death 
at  almost  90  in  1952.  Their  children 
include  Mrs.  Sarah  Belk  Gambrell, 
William  H.  Belk,  Jr.,  John  M.  Belk, 
Irwin  Belk,  Henderson  Belk  and 
Thomas  M.  Belk. 

The  Mary  Irwin  Belk  Hall,  when 
completed,  will  be  similar  to  Clinton 
Hall,  PC's  first  women's  dormitory 
which  has  proved  to  be  a  convenient 
facility  since  its  erection  in  1965.  The 
accommodations  for  126  students  pro- 
vide for  two  girls  in  each  bedroom  of 
two-room  suites  with  connecting  baths. 
The  new  dormitory  is  being  built  next 
to  Clinton  Hall  on  the  east  plaza. 

Annual  Giving  at  $150,519 

Annual  Giving  reached  $150,519  on 
November  1 1  as  the  pace  began  to  in- 
tensify in  quest  of  the  $230,000  goal 
for  1974. 

Trustees  and  alumni  directors  lead 
the  way,  with  more  than  80  percent  of 
these  leadership  groups  listed  among 
the  1,604  donors. 

Annual  Giving  progress  to  date 
shows:  Alumni — $78,073  from  1,115 
gifts;  PC  Associates  (non-alumni  board 
members  and  faculty) — $32,064  from 
88  gifts;  Parents  — $9,458  from  101 
gifts;  and  Friends— $30,924  from  300 
gifts.

Financial  Aid  Available  at  Presbyterian  College 


Never  before  have  so  many  resources  been  available  to 
help  young  men  and  women  obtain  a  college  education,  ac- 
cording   to    PC    Student   Aid    Director    John    P.    Daniluk. 

He  urges  interested  young  people  and  their  parents  to 
consider  the  opportunities  before  deciding  against  Presby- 
terian College  because  of  cost.  In  addition  to  college  pro- 
grams of  financial  aid,  there  are  Federal  programs,  state 
programs  and  numerous  local  scholarships. 

For  example,  447  PC  students  (53  percent)  this  semester 
are  receiving  $577,457  in  total  financial  assistance  from  all 
sources.  Less  than  half  of  this  is  provided  by  the  College, 
but  the  PC  aid  office  serves  as  the  coordinating  agent  in 
helping  to  match  the  student  need  with  the  available  funds. 

These  programs  include  a  wide  variety  of  scholarships, 
grants,  loans  and  employment  opportunities.  Parents  are 
expected  to  make  a  maximum  effort   toward  underwriting 


costs,  but  it  is  recognized  that  the  cost  of  a  college  education 
is  a  major  expense  item  in  most  family  budgets.

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1975  Board  to  Feature  Youth: 


New  Directors  for  Alumni  Association  Leadership 


Alumni  elections  named  Furman  B.  Pinson,  Jr.,  of  Greens- 
boro, N.  C,  to  another  term  on  the  board  of  trustees 
and  Robert  R.  Hill  of  Columbia  as  president-elect  of  the 
PC  Alumni  Association. 

Eleven  other  former  students  were  chosen  as  1975 
officers  and  directors  of  the  Association  in  the  mail-balloting 
among  all  PC  alumni.  They  were  installed  at  Homecoming 
and  will  assume  office  in  January. 

In  addition  to  the  new  members,  14  others  will  remain 
on  the  1975  alumni  board  as  holdovers  with  another  year 
of  service  on  their  two-year  terms. 

Youth  again  will  play  a  vital  role  on  the  1975  board. 
For  example,  ten  of  the  26-member  group,  including  two 
women,  were  graduated  within  the  last  12  years.  For  class 
balance,  the  board  also  includes  seven  who  finished  in  the 
1950's;  five,  in  the   1940"s;  and  four  from  earlier  classes. 

The  only  board  of  trustees  spot  to  be  filled  by  alumni 
vote  this  year  found  Pinson  elected  to  his  second  three-year 
term.  He  is  a  1933  graduate  who  serves  as  vice-president 
of  J.  P.  Stevens  Company. 

Bob  Hill,  a  1958  graduate  now  personnel  director  of 
the  South  Carolina  State  Department  of  Education,  takes 
office  when  current  president-elect  Hugh  S.  Jacobs  '41, 
Clinton  businessman,  automatically  moves  up  to  Alumni 
Association  president.  Jacobs  will  succeed  William  M. 
Matthews  '62,  Belk-Matthews  vice-president  of  Macon,  Ga., 
who  remains  on  the  alumni  board  as  past-president. 

Robert  H.  Bumside  '57,  Columbia  attorney  and  state 
legislator,  is  the  newly  elected  first  vice-president.  Others 
just  installed  as  district  leaders  on  the  PC  Alumni  Associa- 
tion board  of  directors  are:

PC  Claims  $100,000 
In  Challenge  Funds 

The  remaining  $100,000  of  a  $200,000  challenge  grant 
was  claimed  last  month  to  complete  PC's  two-year  pro- 
gram to  raise  $1.25  million  for  scholarship  endowment. 

President  Marc  C.  Weersing  said  the  grant  is  from  a 
major  Southern  foundation  which  wishes  to  remain  anony- 
mous. The  challenge  funds  were  awarded  PC  at  stages  in 
the  endowment  campaign,  with  the  first  $100,000  coming 
after  $500,000  had  been  raised  and  now  the  remainder  of 
the  grant  when  the  endowment  total  reached  its  goal. 

The  additional  endowment  for  scholarships  will  help  to 
underwrite  more  financial  aid  for  well-qualified  students 
in  need  of  this  assistance  to  attend  Presbyterian  College. 
The  campaign  was  started  in  late  1972  as  a  limited  effort 
conducted  primarily  among  foundations  and  some  individ- 
uals with  a  special  interest  in  this  type  of  program  . 

President  Weersing  said  the  biggest  boost  to  the  pro- 
gram was  the  $200,000  challenge  from  the  anonymous 
foundation  which  already  had  made  two  grants  totaling 
$350,000  to  earlier  fund-raising  efforts  at  PC.  With  the 
addition  of  this  third  grant,  the  foundation  now  has  con- 
tributed $550,000  to  Presbyterian  College. 


Apply  Now  for  Next  Fall 

Men  und  women  students  interested  in  attending  PC  next 
fall  are  urged  to  start  making  definite  plans  now  through  contact 
with  the  admissions  office.

SC  Tuition  Grants  Aid  143  Students 

South  Carolina  Tuition  Grants  totaling  $205,382  this 
year  enable  143  South  Carolina  students  to  study  at  PC 
during  the    1974-75   session. 

The  funds,  given  directly  to  the  students  through  the 
program  inaugurated  in  1973  by  the  state  General  As- 
sembly, make  it  possible  for  these  young  men  and  women 
to  get  a  college  education  while  at  the  same  time  help 
private  colleges  to  carry  part  of  the  state's  higher-education 
load.  f 

In  the  first  year  of  operation,  the  program  provided 
104  PC  students  with  $144,100  during  the  1973-74  aca- 
demic session.  Expanded  to  cover  a  new  entering  class  this 
year,  the  program's  award  of  $205,382  to  PC  students! 
is  distributed  among  the  classes  in  this  manner:  Freshman — I 
$89,374  to  64  recipients;  Sophomore — $65,028  to  45  re- 
cipients; Junior — $31,500  to  21  recipients;  and  Senior — •' 
$19,480  to   13  recipients. 

The  total  program  throughout  the  state  is  providing 
$6.3  million  to  4,807  students  at  the  19  private  colleges.
